At the same time the Soviets fenced themselves off from the emigrés, This 
wag quite natural, for the agents of the NKVD had a job to do. The so-called "feeling 
of conciliation" engulfed some of the auigres. 

The administration did not consider it its duby to wateh. over the political 
life of the enigrés. Lisunderstandings occurred and an initiatory group of 30 Russian - 
enigres demanded that a meeting be held according to the statute of che Association. 

tn 25 January, with the permission of the authorities, a general meeting was 
held. ‘There were very many emigrés present. Uuring this meeting N.N. Merkulov, chair- 
man of the Executive Committee and all the members of the Executive Vommittee and the 
Revision Commission gave up their positions. N.W. Merkulov tactfully managed to avoid . 
any further quarrela and discussions. :

Later he went to 
Pientein and became the director of the bookstore "“Znanie", in 1947 he came to Tsingtao 
and was made director of the printing establishment which published she American Aray 
newapaper, The new membera of the administration arg mostly long-standing citizens of 
Taingtao. One can be sure that now the enigréa of Tsingtao are free of the temporary 
conciliatory path. We are White Russians. Those that left us are Rod Russians. Our 
patha are different. It is useless to deny thie fact. We White Russians feel sorry for 
all. those Russians who are oppressed by Stalin's regime. And we understand why those 
Russians who are in foreign countries have refused to serve Stalin's shameful regime.
